State gives its 
blessing to new 
BF school plan 


The citizens of Boyne Falls will 
head to the polls this June to decide 
if they want a new K-12 school built 
in their community. 

The school district received ap- 
proval on Monday from the State 
Treasury Department to issue the 
bonds needed to construct the new 
facility and to tear down the old, and 
the board approved the measure at its 
Monday night regular meeting. 

“We’re looking forward to a 
positive vote,” said superintendent 
Pat Smith. “We think the need is cer- 
tainly there.” 

Last week a treasury department 
official inspected the current school 
and grounds and according to Smith, 
said she understands why the district 
needs a new building. 

The district and community have 
met approximately 10 times in the 
past year to discuss the school’s fate. 

“The community, through those 
meetings, has supported this and we 
hope they'll support it at the ballot 
box,” Smith said. 

The school board has scheduled 
two more special meetings: one on 
April 28 and one May 21 at 7 p.m. in 
the school’s gym to discuss the elec- 
tion, the bond issues and the build- 
ing. The BEE Proud Committee also 
continues to meet each Tuesday 
night.

It’s not quite back to the draw- 
ing board for Boyne Area Gymnas- 
tics and Boyne Ice, but the two 
groups will meet, yet another ime, 
with various city commissions and 
boards to discuss their plan to build 
sports facilities in Boyne City 

The Boyne City Planning Com- 
mission at its meeting Monday post- 
poned making a decision on a condi- 
tional use permit request for city- 
owned property at Avalanche Park 
next to Parkview Apartments. That 
is the site on which the two groups 
are proposing to build. 

The gymnastics and hockey 
clubs are looking to build two facili- 
ties on the land for their programs. 

The City Commission had given 
tentative approval to build on the site 
as had the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment. But the sports groups hit a 
snag with the land’s current zoning 
and were met with opposition by ad- 
jacent landowners at Monday night's 
public hearing on the request. 

The owner of adjacent Parkview 
Apartments, Bob Brooks, is opposed 
to the construction, citing potential 
noise and aesthetic issues and said he 
probably wouldn’t have chosen the 
site to build on if he knew it would 
become a commercial development. 

Brooks said an informal poll of 
some of the apartments’ elderly resi- 
dents showed them firmly against the 
development. 

Neighboring landowner Bill 
Kuhn listed his family’s personal 
concerns of property devaluation and 
said that when he bought his land, the 

‘city told hitn Avalanche would never 
~ be built on. He also asked the com- 
mission, “Where does it stop? How 
can you say yes to some and no to 
others? All citizens should have the 
same rights.” 

Kuhn is also opposed to any log- 
ging of the preserve and recently 
formed a citizen's group when the 
city talked of harvesting the park’s

_ various cities in northwest-Michigan. But Lory said 


here weren’t any fumes, noise or 
squealing of tires, but there was plenty 
of cheering as 15 human-powered 
vehicles raced to a finish line in the East 
Jordan High School parking lot on Saturday. 

The high school’s Math, Science and Technol- 
ogy (MST) Center sponsored the inaugural Human 
Powered Vehicle (HPV) Challenge on Saturday 
which is a part of the MST curriculum. 

The sophomore through senior inter-disciplin- 
ary math students drove the vehicles — which 
they began designing and constructing a few 
months ago — in 15 qualifying heats. 

The competition was an opportunity for 
students to learn and apply design strategies that 
use mathematical, physical science, and physics 
concepts and theories. 

They used their own body-power to propel 
their creations which included various forms of 
drive trains ranging from chain drives to lever 
action cam-systems — and creative names such as 
The Fab Four, Tris Grande Viteme, and E] Mejor. 

‘What we ended up building was nothing like 
the original design,” said senior Mark Penzien, a 


ambassador for the Rotarians, but for the United 
States as well. 

By the trip’s end, Lory will 
have made between 30 to 40 
presentations to Rotary Clubs - 
about Boyne City, visited industry, 
traveled a bit through the tropical 
islands, and perhaps made a short 
stop-over in Singapore. 

She will spend much of her 
time in Bali and Java — major 
tourist destinations. Lory said it 
will be interesting to compare 
them with northwestern Michigan 
tourism. 

Lory will reside with five to six 
different host families throughout her trip, but won’t 
know until she arrives with whom she'll be staying.

“We wanted them to discover that if you take 
on a project like this, it’s not something that’s 
done overnight,” said math instructor Bill Aten, 
“It’s a process and we wanted them to learn that 
process. 

“Teamwork is extremely important,” added 
Penzien. His cohorts included Mellisa Kowalske, 
John McCafferty, Catey Moses, and Kerry 
Trumble, as well as mentor and sponsor Roger 
Moses. Aten also made sure students saw how the 
coursework is used in real life by pairing each 
team with one or more community members, such 
as Moses, who use the principles in their everyday 
lives. 

Aten would like to see the race expanded in 
the future to include other schools as well. 

“Tt wasn’t so much a competition as much as 
students having fun together,” said’ Penzien. “I 
think that was probably the most important thing.”

EJ downtown plans 
are right on schedule 


East Jordan’s streetscape plan is 
proceeding right on schedule accord- 
ing to Downtown Development Au- 
thority (DDA) chairman Tom Teske. 

The first phase — underground 
work on Spring Street — has been 
completed and Main Street construc- 
tion should begin shortly after work- 
ers finish curb construction and pav- 
ing on Spring Street. 

The new look for the downtown 
will include wider sidewalks and 
brick pavers, landscaping, lighting, 
new curbs and gutters and recon- 
structed streets. Main and Mill 
Streets will receive new underground 
water and sewer lines which will ben- 
efit the greater community, not only 
the downtown. 

The city will put the Main Street 
construction out for bid on May 12. 
The DDA will hold a special meet- 
ing on May 14 to consider the bids, 
and according to city clerk Kathy 
O'Rear, the bid will probably be 
awarded at the regular city commis- 
sion meeting on May 18. 

The total project cost is esti- 
mated at $1,950,000: $435,000 for 
the work on Spring and Esterly 
streets; $1,090,000 for streetscape 
and infrastructure work; and 
$424,600 for design construction and 
engineering contingencies. 

Last year the city commission 
approved nearly $1 million in bonds 
for the project to be paid back 
through Tax Increment Financing 
(TIF) which is generated through the 
Downtown Development Authority 
district. 

It is looking to secure additional 
bonding and state money to finance

Fugitive apparently hid in county 


A man infamous enough to make 
both the FBI’s Most-Wanted list and 
FOX Network’s “America’s Most 
Wanted” has been hiding out in 
Charlevoix County’s Hayes Town- 
ship, according to Sheriff George 
Lasater. 

But nobody knows where he is 
now. 

Sheriff Lasater received an 
anonymous letter saying that Harry 
J. Bowman, the president of the Out- 
law Motorcycle Club, was in Hayes 
Township. 


Bowman is wanted by the FBI 
for his possible involvement in sev- 
eral crimes across the country, in- 
cluding murder, bombing, conspiracy 
to commit murder, extortion, robbery, 
kidnapping and felon in possession 
of a firearm. 

The FBI and a sheriff's offtce in 
Florida received a similar letter from 
someone else in Charlevoix County, 
saying he had seen Bowman, who 
goes by the nickname “Taco.” 

Twelve FBI agents, five investi- 
gators from the Michigan State Po-

lice and six investigators from the 
sheriff’s office began search in mid 
March. They found that Bowman, 
who is from Detroit, had been hid- 
ing out in a trailer next to a residence, 
but officials discovered he had left 
the county.

Bowman is the president of the 
Outlaw Motorcycle Club, a club 
founded in Chicago with 42 chapters 
throughout the United States, 
Canada, Australia and Europe. 
Lasater said the organization “is night 


up there with the Hell’s Angels” in 
terms of membership. He said there 
are a few members in Charlevoix 
County. 

A week after Lasater received 
the informant’s letter, Bowman, 42, 
was featured on the FOX TV series 
“America’s Most Wanted.” The pro- 
gram told of how Bowman allegedly 
murdered a fellow gang member and 
plotted to kill members of rival biker 
gangs.

CITY LOOKS AT WHAT FUTURE MAY HOLD FOR BIG C PROPERTY 


Trying to plan rather than react 


Each year, Boyne City residents, 

city commissioners, city staff, and 

. Tepresentatives of city boards meet 
to set goals for the short and long 
term. 

In recent years, more public ac- 
cess along Lake Charlevoix has rated 
among the top priorities, particularly 
the industrial property along the lake. 

That discussion is back on the 
front burner after Big C Corporation 
earlier this year asked for two deed 
restrictions to be lifted on the prop- 
erty. The restrictions are that the 
property not be broken into smaller 
parcels and that the site be operated 
as a manufacturing facility. 

Big C is located next to 
AlliedSignal, across from Glen’s on 
Lake Street. Big C is owned by Buck- 
eye Investments, an Ohio partner- 
ship, which bought the property from 
AlliedSignal in early 1994, At the 


time of the sale, Buckeye asked that 
the deed restrictions be lifted. 
Instead of lifting the deed restric- 
tions at the time of the sale, a com- 
promise was reached between the 
city commission and Buckeye Invest- 


‘ments. The deed restrictions would 


be lifted if the property was continu- 
ously used and operated as an indus- 
trial manufacturing facility for a pe- 
riod of four years from the beginning 
of operation. 

That time has expired and Big 
C has asked that the restrictions be 
lifted. 

The request by Big C has 
prompted discussion by the planning 
commission and city commission in 
recent weeks about what future use 
might be good for the property. Un- 
like the situation encountered with 
the 90-plus room mote! proposed 
downtown on lakefront property a 


few years ago, the city wants to be in 
a position of encouraging a specific 
type of development rather than re- 
acting to a less-than-desirable pro- 
posal. 

While the city ponders future 
uses, Buckeye Investments has no 
other plans for the property than to 
continue operating Big C. 

“They have no plans to do any- 
thing but what they are doing,” said 
Dick Joseph, a Charlevoix attorney 
who has represented Buckeye Invest- 
ments in the past. “They are busy 
with the contracts they have.” 

Products Big C manufactures 
include outdoor furniture covers, grill 
covers, hot seats and gun cases. It has 
45 employees, according to general 
manager Coy Groves. The business 
started in 1991 and WalMart and 
Kmart are two of its customers. 

Joseph said the request to the 
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city to lift the deed restrictions is 
nothing more than to execute what 
the city and Buckeye Investments 
agreed to four years ago. 

The city, according to city man- 
ager Eric Strahl, is obligated to lift 
the deed restrictions, but no date has 
yet been set. 

The city commission and plan- 
ning commission are planning a joint 
meeting sometime in the near future 
to discuss what future use will be 
good for the property if Buckeye In- 
vestments ever decides to do some- 
thing different with the property. 

Some ideas discussed include a 
commercial or retail type of business 
or a possible mixed use development 
involving retail, office and residen- 
tial. One main goal in any future plan 
is to have public access along the lake 
shore. te

WILSON TOWNSHIP DISMANTLED OR 
INOPERABLE MOTOR VEHICLE ORDINANCE 


Ordinance No. 5 
To Amend the Wilson Township Dismantied or 
Inoperable Motor Vehicle Ordinance 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROHIBIT THE OPEN STORAGE OF CERTAIN 
VEHICLES, TO PROVIDE EXCEPTIONS, TO DECLARE OPEN STOR- 
AGE OF CERTAIN VEHICLES A NUISANCE AND TO PROVIDE EN- 
FORCEMENT THROUGH MUNICIPAL CIVIL INFRACTIONS. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF WILSON ORDAINS: 


Section 1- Definitions 

A. “Motor vehicles” are hereby defined as any wheeled vehicle which 
is designed to be self-propelled. 

B. “Inoperable motor vehicles” are defined as motor vehicles, which 
by reason of dismantling, disrepair, lack of licensing or other cause are 
either incapable of being propelled under their own power or are pre- 
vented by law from being so propelled. 

C. “Dismantled and partially dismantled motor vehicles” are de- 
fined as motor vehicles from which some part or parts ordinarily a com- 
ponent of such motor vehicle has been removed or is missing. 

D. Ajunk dealer is a person acting in accordance with federal, state 
and local laws and engaged in the collection and/or storage of scrap or 
dismantled and partially dismantled motor vehicle, or both with the in- 
tent to sell or process and sell same. ; 

E. “Farm operation” means an active enterprise primarily involving 
the commercial production, harvesting, and storage of plant and ani- 
mal products useful to human beings on a site or sites having a com- 
bined area of ten (10) acres or more 

F. A“Person” shall mean a person, firm or corporation, partnership, 
association, limited liability company or any other entity. 


Section 2 - Prohibition 

No person shall park or store more than two (2) dismantled, partially 
dismantled or inoperable motor vehicles outdoors on any premises 
within the limits of the Township for a period of more than thirty (30) 
days continuously. This section shail not apply to junk dealers licensed 
by the State of Michigan, or to motor vehicles normally associated with 
farm operations, nor to dismantled, partially dismantled or inoperable 
motor vehicles stored in a closed building or stored so that they cannot 
be seen from any public highway or seen by any adjoining land- owner. 


Section 3 - Nuisance 

Except in a licensed junkyard or farming operation, the presence of 
more than two (2) dismantled, partially dismantled or inoperable motor 
vehicles outdoors for a period of more than thirty (30) days continu- 
ously on any premises within the limits of the Township is hereby de- 
clared to be a public nuisance, a nuisance per se and is hereby further 
declared to be offensive to the public health, safety and welfare. 


Section 4 - Penalty/Civil infraction 

Any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordinance shall 
be responsible for a municipal civil infraction as defined in Public Act 
12 of 1994, amending Public Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 600.101- 
600.9939 of Michigan Compiled Laws, and shall be subject to a fine of 
not more than One Hundred and 00/100 ($100) Dollars. Each day this 
Ordinance is violated shall be considered as a separate violation. Any 
action taken under this Section shall not prevent civil proceedings for 
abatement or termination of the prohibited activity. 


Section 5 - Enforcement 

The Township Zoning Administrator is hereby designated as the au- 
thorized township official to issue municipal civil infraction citations di- 
recting alleged violators of this Ordinance to appear in court. 


Section 6 - Civil Action 

Nothing in this Ordinance shail prohibit the Township or any inter- 
ested party from seeking equitable or injunctive relief to eliminate a 
nuisance or to insure compliance with this Ordinance. 


Section 7 - Severability 

- if any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the applica- 
tion thereof to any person or circumstance shall be invalid, such inval- 
idity shall not effect any remaining portion or application of this Ordi- 
nance which can be given effect without the invalid portion or applica- - 
tion. 


Section 8 - Headings 
Section headings are for convenience only and are not to be con- 
strued in the interpretation of this Ordinance. 


Section 9 - Effective Date 
This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after its first 
publication.

AARON WOODARD TAKES FIFTH IN USA SNOWBOARDING CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Ranked among the nation's best 


When he hit the slopes on his first snowboard four 
years ago, Aaron Woodard had no idea what the future 
might hold 

Today the East Jordan middle-schooler is consid- 
ered one of the best half-pipers in the country in the 12- 
13 age group. 

Aaron recently returned from the USA 
Snowboarding Association (USASA) National Champi- 
onship in Telluride, Colo., with a fifth-place finish in the 
half-pipe and 14th place in the slope-style. His goal was 
to finish in the top 20. 

“I was just riding the best I ever road in my whole 
life. It kind of worked out that it was a national,” Aaron 
said. 

“He really did well. I was so happy for him,” said 
his mother Michelle Woodard.
